THE INSUKANCE PROBLEM. 


The following discussion of some 
features of the fire insurance prob­ 


lem, by the St. Louis Mirror, will 
be read with interest by the busi­ 


ness men and property owners of 


Sedalia. 
The Mirror says : 
# 
“ Business men all over the coun­ 


try are kicking about high fire in­ 


surance 4ite8. 
They intimate that 


there is a secret combine, and that 


there is absolutely no excuse what­ 
ever for the late advance in rates 


in every large city. 
Some 
time 


ago the impression prevailed that 


the companies had decided to raise 


rates on account of defective water 


service, but evidence has leaked out 


since which tends to prove that the 


advance grew out of a desire to 


cover extravagantly high expenses. 


The fire insurance combine, it is 


stated, is paying salaries and com­ 


missions of wonSerfulIy large di­ 
mensions, not out of the surplus 


funds belonging 
to shareholders, 
but out of premiums collected from 


customers. 
It 
is 
the 
same 
old 


trick. 
“ And, yet, fire insurance is a 


fairly 
profitable 
business. 
Mr. 


Henry W . Brown, at the meeting 


of the Philadelphia Fire Insurance 


society, recently made a compari­ 


son between the expenses of life 


and fire insurance companies. This 


is what he said : 
^ 


“ ‘ 
In the well-directed life insur­ 


ance company, the assured receives 


back at least one hundred cents for 


every dollar he has paid in, and 


ofttiraes more. 
He loses, at most, 


the use of his money during the 


life of his policy. 
The entire sum 
of fire losses paid during a given 


year is, say, roundly, $150,000,000. 


So far as the public is concerned, 


the distribution of this sum is the 


measure of usefulness of the insur­ 


ance business, considered in regard 


to its distributive function. 
Now, 


what does the public pay for hav­ 


ing this work done? 
About $250,- 


000,000. 
In other words, the pub­ 


lic pays an additional $100,000,000 


to get this 1150,000,000 of losses 


paid.’ 


“ The figures given by Mr. Brown 
are based on careful statistical re­ 


ports. 
Th ey 
are 
official. 
The 


companies, however, continue to 


befuddle us with talk of an increase 


in 
conflagration disasters, munic­ 


ipal 
carelessness, 
incendiarism, 


and all that sort of thing. 
They 


pay big dividends to shareholders 
and inflated salaries to soft-snap- 


enjoying officials, while customers 


have to submit to hold-ups every 
year or so. 


“ It seems 
that there is ample 


evidence at hand which would jus­ 


tify the state authorities in begin­ 


ning a searching investigation into 


the business methods and unlawful 


agreements of fire insurance com­ 
panies.” 


T h e little tin boxes which await 


the visits of the postman on the 


rural routes, says the Nevada Post, 


enjoy perfect immunity from van­ 


dalism. 
In the eyes of the masses 


they are sacred. 
Within a few feet 


there are trespass warnings, backed 


by the state law, 
which are per­ 


forated with shot and dented with 
stones. 
The vandal who has no re­ 


spect for the statutes of Missouri 


is careful to avoid even the suspi­ 


cion of damage to anything which 


bears the stamp of the federal gov­ 


ernment. 
The simple “ U. S . ” is 


in the average community a pro­ 
tection as ample as a company of 


soldiers. 
There is a real majesty 


in the law of the nation and its 
preservation 
is 
vital to national 


life. 
It is not menaced by that 
part of the 
population 
which is 


known 
as 
the 
common 
people. 


They know punishment of 
their 
infractions is always swift and cer­ 


tain. 
The danger must be expected 


from the men 
who regard them­ 


selves above the reach of the law. 


The owners of the low-lands are 
tampering with the sea wall. 
The 


Morgans, Baers, Rockefellers and 
the host of trust builders 
which 


follows in their footsteps are the 


men who are jeopardizing respect 
for the law. 
To build houses for 


themselves they are pulling stones 


from the dike which protects their 
lives and property. 
Every success­ 


ful evasion of the statute weakens 
not only that law, but courts gen­ 


eral disaster by inspiring contempt 


for all law.

The crowd then started 
back to Sullivan with the prisoner,

arm of a telegraph pole and the
